We closed the opening account tast week of our 
visit to Sing Sing prison, at the point wher? twelve 
hundred male prisoners had just taken their seats 
for dinner in the general prison eating hall. The

‘Not a hand was yet moved to begin the gastronomic 


indulgence. Table attendants and prison officials 
were conveniently distributed throughout the mam- 
moth hall. Another official stood in close proximity 
to a dinner bell, whose ring, unlike another “ ring ” 
closer by that might be named, when sounded, gave 
forth no uncertain sound. It meant dinner—dis- 
tinct, unequivocal, positive dinner. When all was 
ready, the manin charge of that “little bell,” rang 
out its festive chime. It was not a threatening 
‘“‘linkle,” like that so often manifested from the 
Federal capital during the convulsions of the late 
civil war, but an honest, hearty peal, expressive of 
the liberty intended for the prisoners present to be- 
gin their noonday meal. Thesignal was unanimous- 
ly understood, and its significance practically ap- 
plied. Dinner was commenced. Yet, for such an 
unusual multitude at table, we were surprised to 
hear the very small amount we did of table clat- 
ter. We have heard more noise of cutlery at a din- 
ner table of twenty, than in this vast congregation 
of over a thousand eating and drinking convicts. An 
abundance of wholesome food was piled up on neigh- 
boring tables and collected in the immediate vicini- 
ty, ready for distribution whenever needed. Indeed 
so abundant was this alimentary supply, that the 
whole atmosphere of this dining room with its imme- 
diate adjuncts, wae loaded with a peculiarly rank 
and an exceedingly intense victual flavor. One 
could scarcely turn his olfactories in any direction, 
without snuffing up a copious draught of this strong- 
ly individualized cook room odor. This is unques- 

tiovably inevitable, under the circumstances, where 


All the 
operators in the cook room with ite connections are 
convicts, as well as the waiters in the dining hall. 
Passing through these steaming apartments, we ob- 
served groups of workers, here gathered in little 
squads taking their unobtrusive meal, Black and 
white convicts, mixed in easily here together, as we 
had before observed them in the female department, 
only the absolute number of colored male convicts

porters, etc., many of whom we reeognized as being 
from this city, and of whom we shall speak more 
definitely hereafter. As in the femsie, so in the 
male department, the ancient headshaving is no 
longer practiced. The men looked healthy, mani- 
festing good appetites, though they wore heavier 
faces than the female prisoners we had egen, exhib- 
iting far less vivacity and elasticity of spirits. This

I have circulated a little among them, and the who!e 
of them seem to have plenty of ‘ stuff.” Where 
they got it, let empty-pursed victims from the rural 
districts explain. They will soon, no deubt, com- 
mence operations again, and then I shall take occa- 
sioh to refer to them and to their ** business.” 


THE SATURDAY AFTERNOON MATINEES, 

We have excellent theatrical managers here. They 
are remarkably moral men. So nice are they, in- 
deod, tkat females of ‘‘ questionable character,” no 
matter how woll they may conduct themselves, aro 
not admitted to the evening performances. But 
every Wednesday and Saturday afternoon they an- 
nounce matinecs, and at these porformances all re- 
strictions are removed, social condition is not re- 
garded, and the doors are open to all. The result 
is that every one of these afternoon performances 
has the effect to perfectly pack the houses of enter- 
tainment with the inmates of brothels. It ig so no- 
toriously true, so widely known, that no woman of 
any standing will attend them ; so that they have 
come to be regarded as occasions for the spevial be- 
nofit of ‘the fancy.” This may be all right ; I cer- 
tainly bave nothing to say against it; but I do as- 
sert that there is very little distinction, morally, bo- 


tween the courtesan and her pimp; and that the 
latter being at no time excluded, the former ought 
not to be. 

By requiring evorybody to conduct themselves 
with pooper decorum, I think the managers would 

ustain the reputation of their establishments with- 

ut resorting to arbitrary measures. I often witness 
conduct in our theatres, on the part of “ respocta- 
ble” females, which would be disgraceful were they 
aot ‘ respectable,” and would subject a puor cyprian 
to not only expulsion, but arrest. Tlese are some 
of the characteristics of our matinees.

Whatever a persistent course of licentious dissi- 
pation, left of moral sensibility to the citizens of 
Chieago,,it was sadly jarred by the matrimonio- 
clerico scandalum magnatum involved in the. noted 
divorce suit of Stewart vs. Stewart. After a quiet 
rest of some duration this cause celebre has come 
up again upon a motion by the defence, that tho 
Court fix the issue of fact to be submitted to a jury 
and that the prosecution on the trial be required 
to confine themselves to the specific acts of adultery 
set up, and to detail explicitly the names of the 
persons with whom such acts were committed, 
together with the time and place, ; 

The Court decided on the motion that the com.

These letters, together with the follow- 
ing additional particulars concerning this miserable 
matrimonial fiasco, we find in a late number of the 
Chicago Times, which says that Rev. Hart L. 
Stewart married Miss Emilie Smith because he 
loved her, there can be no doubt. He was'a young 
man whose prospectsin lite were brilliant. His 
position in society was exalted. Aside from his 
personal acquirements, the family from which he 
sprung was one of the most respectable in the city 
—a family which represented wealth as well as 
high moral character. The ardent affection which 
be entertained for the woman he married was fully 
reciprocated on the part of the lady. That she 
loved the young divine with all the pure devotion 
ofa on'leless heart, the tone of the letters given 
* will attest with an eloquence which any other 
surance would fail to impress, It was eminently 
& an,’ Marriage—a marriage in which all the re- 
jativo» neartily concurred—which was sealed with 
the ‘: God bless you” of father, mother, sisters, 
brothersand friends. Even the Church with which 
tbe reverend gentleman was so closely connected 
propounced a benedictory blessing upon the heads 
of the happy bride and her proud young lord... They 
wore engaged on the 3d of March, 1863, and on 
Noy. 17 of the same year, after a courtship of 
‘pearlyreight months, they were married amid the 
vag catlations of a larger circle of friends than is 
usmaully accorded to even the most favored of our 
‘oul. It was a marriage in which no other con 
sideration than Jove had the least weight. They

Two souls with but a single thought, 
Two Learts that beat as one. 


THEIR MARRIED LIFE. 


After a wedding tour to the east, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart returned to this city, and made the house 
ot Washington Smith their home. They lived to- 
gether as happily as it was possible for mortals to 
live—withouta harsh word or even an unkind look, 
The young husband was busily engaged in - 
ing himself for the ministry—in studying, Feading 
and writing. 

THE SEPARATION. 

On the 27th day of October, 1864, Mrs. Stewart 
informed her husband that she had determined that 
they must separate! She would no longer con- 
sent to be his wife; she would no longer perform 
the obligations she had voluntarily taken upon 
herself

Stewart, should be explained. The reason must 
have been a most potent, a powerfal one.

Only two days ago, itis said, Mr. Stewart, upon 
bended knee, with his eyes raised to heaven and 
bands uplifted, was heard to exclaim, in the pre- 
sence of several bystanders: ‘‘Gentlcmen, I am 
not guilty of the charges which haye been pre- 
ferred against me. I call on my God'to strike me 
dead upon this floor if I have been guilty of crim- 
inal intercourse with any woman since the day of 
my ! 

If this oath is a lie, Stewart is one of the most 
impious, daring scoandrels which the world has 
ever produced. If it is true, the parties who have 
sworn or are to swear him are as base and 
as criminal as it is possible for human beings to be- 
come. 

THE COURTSHIP.
